ate from the Senate Committee of 
Commerce, which has had under con- 
sideration bills for that pui-iw:-- -'ntro- 
duced by Senators Lodge of Massachu- 
setts, Wadsworth of Nt-»v 
York 
and 


Edge of New Jersey. The b'ill reported 
was a compromise. 


The report^was made by 
Senator 


Willis of Ohio,' who called attention to 
the fact that much evidence had been 
presented to the committee showing 
that the negligent casting of refuse oil 
Into the sea by oil burning and 
oil 


carrying vessels was. constituting a 
serious-menace to the maritime and 
fishing industries of the country. 
He 


said that land plants have added'to thit 
danger by permitting discharges'of oil 
Into 'the costal navigable waters. The 
fire hazard to piers and. docks and to 
shipping, has been greatly Increased, he 
said, by reason of this oil pollution. 
Most - of • the complaints reaching the 
committee "have-been from the .Atlan- 
tic and.Gulf coasts. 
' ' 


The bill prohibits .the discharge of 


oil upon or into any coastal navigable 
waters of theTUnited States, 
either 


from vessels or;from land establish- 
ments. The. Secretary of War is in^ 
structed to make such regulations as 
may be necessary to carry the law into 
effect. 
Punishment for violations of 


the proposed law by fine,- imprison- 
ment and suspension of revocation of 
the license of the master of any of- 
fending ship Is provided.

Just how the spider got its reputation for deadliness is 


something of a mystery. Many people are sure that a spider 


." bite as deadly and the tarantula is always thought of as readly. 


- But scientists who have made a study "of spiders assure us that 


all this is a myth. In handling thousands of spiders these nat- 


. uralists have never been bitten. 
- - 


• : • • Recently specific tests have been made to-determine the 
dangerousness of spiders and their bites. A scientist who lives 
in the region of taranaulas succeeded only with a real effort 
in persuading a female tarantula to strike"him violently twice 


; on the tender inside surface of his finger. The fangs drew blood 


and there was some pain as they e'ntered his flesh. The spots 
became pinkish and slightly swollen, but after t-wa -hours 
nothing except the holes in his skin remained to remind him 
. that he had been bitten by a "deadly" arachnid. 


The test was not left there. Further experiments were made 


and all gave the same evidence that the tarantula's sting was 
no more deadly than a bee sting. 


Only the spider, the "Black Widow," was found to be 


poisonous, though notx"even that one is deadly. 


Thus should pass another human fear. 
But it probably 


; won't. People persist in being afraid of snakes, although sci- 


entists have told them over and over that most of the snakes 


•• with which they come in contact in the ordinary course of 


woodland rambles and camping and hunting trips are harm- 
less if not positively .friendly to man. And spiders and snakes 
alike would'much rather vanish into\their respective hiding 


, places at the approach of a human being than tackle him. 


Helping Germany and France 


The settling down to work of. the international committee 


ot experts, to straighten out German finance and balance the 
German budget finds two very different points of view. One 


" is that of France, the other is" that of America and England. 


France fears that an effort may be made to put something 


"over on hej" in the way of a report unduly friendly to Ger- 
many.-She is interested only in her own welfare, as she sees it, 
which means primarily the immediate extraction of the largest 
possible reparation from Germany. She will be suspicious of 
any action which appears to be intended for Germany's wel- 
fare.

The "American representatives, and apparently the British, 


too, are interested in ,benefiting both countries.^ America, at 


., least, would rather help France than Germany, because 


of the 
sentimental considerations growing "out.of the 


World War and the American Revolution. But the American 
experts realize that at present, they can. best help France by 
helping. Germany to get back'on her feet, with industry once 


•more productive and some assurance* of financial and politi- 
\cal stability. 


Only thus can Germany pay reparations large enough to 


, do. France: any good. And only with German "recovery, can 
Europe as'a whole Recover and prosper. At present the great, 
potentially profitable "plant" of German industry lies idle, 
a drag pn world industry and trade and a source of peril. The 
problem is to start it to. working again, for the benefit of the 
Germans, the French and'indirectly the rest of the world. 


If the French can be made to see that, taking the long view 


of wisdom, insteadof- the short view of folly, everything may 
work out satisfactorily.

Early in-1918 I saw him at

scouring Europe for supplies to keep 
the American Expeditionary Force go- 
ing. His genius as a business 
man, 


serving as general purchasing- agent,

Norway, food from home, gun's from 
France and airplanes from England— 
Dawes ^vas the star-getter of the war 
times..
